| Traffic in the Panama Canal was 


suspended this afternoon and every 
effort was made to drain Gatun 
Lake, the source of the canal’s wa- 
ter supply, which has been flood- 
ed by torrential rains since early 
yesterday. 

The Chagres and Pequeni rivers 
are swollen with waters from the 
mountains of the interior, which 
converged near the Madden dam 
at Alajuela and caused the worst 
flood since 1923. The Gatun spill- 
ways and the Pedro Miguel and 
Gatun locks were opened to dis- 
charge the surplus water.

Minister Dino Grandi sailed for the 
United States today to offer Presi- 
dent Hoover Italy’s assistance in 
putting the world’s business back 
on its feet. Before sailing he talked 
for some time in excellent English 
with a group of American newspa- 
per reporters. 

The youthful Foreign Minister— 
he is 36—is going to Washington as 
the personal representative of Pre- 
mier Mussolini, with whom he con- 
ferred at length in Rome yester- 
day. 

Italy -hopes that much will come 
from his visit. The disposition of 
the Italian Government, it is point- 
ed out, is to co-operate with Amer- 
ica wherever possible, notably in 
disarmament. Moreover, Signor 
Grandi only recently returned from 
Berlin, where he had a candid dis- 
cussion of financial and political 
problems with Chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening. Thus he will be able to 
present Germany's story to the 
President, supplemented by the 
convictions of Premier Mussolini 
and by his own observations. 

Accompanied by His Wife. 
‘Signora Grandi, wearing a dark 
coat over a dark suit and a close- 
fitting hat, and carrying a large 
bouquet of orchids, accompanied 
her husband on the liner Conte 
Grande It is her first crossing of 
the Atlantic, and she was antici- 
pating a pleasant time. 

Grandi has been in America be- 
fore. As Under-Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs he was a member of 
the Italian mission that participat- 
ed in the debt settlement negotia- 
tions in 1926. On that occasion he 
met Mr. Hoover. 

“I'm glad to be going back to 
America,” he said. “It’s a great 
country and I never have forzgot- 
ten the trip I made there five 
years ago. 

“TIT am going this time as my 
country’s Ambassador but also as: 
an Italian to interpret to the Amer-

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HOOVER SUSTAINED 
IN NAVY LEAGUE 
INQUIRY BY JURY

Illinois Legislator Suggests Dry 
Repeal May Figure in 
Extra Session. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. Nov. 7. — 
The possibility that the liquor ques- 
tion might be brought before the 
special session of the State Legis- 
lature in the guise of proposed rev- 
enue legislation was mentioned to- 
day by State Senator James O. 
Monroe, Democrat, of Collinsville. 
At the same time, he proposed 
that users of silk, including women 
who wear the material, be taxed to 
the same extent as users of tobac- 
co if a tax is voted on tobacco. 
Senator Monroe declared that 
anti-prohibitionists were consider- 
ing a proposal to repeal the State 
prohibition laws and levy a tax of 
$5 a barrel on beer, contingent up- 
on the repeal of national prohibi- 
tion laws. At the same time, he 
said, they. would ask Congress to 
repeal the Federal prohibition law 
and leave it to each state to fix the 
alcoholic content of its beer. 


SCHOOL HISTORY OF ST. LOUIS 


The second and final volume of 
a history of St. Louis, intended for 
use for instruction in the public 
schools, has been published by the 
Board of Education. It covers the 
development of the city since 1829. 
the year when Missouri was ad- 
mitted into the Union. The earlier 
and smaller volume, published last 
December, dealth with the history 
from 1764, when St. Louis was 
founded, to 1820. 

Miss Dena Lange, teacher of En- 
glish and economics at Cleveland 
High School, is the author. The 
treatment is by subjects, not chon- 
ologically, although the order of 
time is followed in each subdivi- 
sion. Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Gerling has decided _ that 
greater emphasis should be plaei 
on acquainting St. Louis children 
with the story of their own city. 
One section of the new volume is 
devoted to the floods, great fires. 
tornadoes, cholera epidemic and 
“preat freeze” of 1856. Another 
section is devoted to St. Louis ani 
the Civil War. The general style 
of presentation adopted by the au- 
thor is fitted to the grasp of young 
readers.

Weeks, Sells Share, Goes 


H. 1. Clark Departs After Disposing of Half 
Interest in Restaurant to J. F. Culinan 
: Who Says He’s Satisfied. 


Creditors and acquaintances of 
H. L. Clark are puzzled by his de- 


parture following the sale a week 
ago of a partnership interest in the 
Manhattan Cafe, 708 Pine street, 
two weeks after he opened it and 
boomed business to a high peak 
with free cigars and cigarettes and 
extra portions of food without 
charge. 

To his partner, J. F. Culinan, 
5372 Natural Bridge avenue, who 
declines to tell how much he paid 
Clark for one-half interest in the 
business, the problem is narrowed 
to satisfying creditors whose ac- 
counts total about $1500 for pur- 
chases made by Clark in the two 
weeks he conducted the business. 

Through his partnership agree- 
ment, Culinan has assumed a five- 
year lease on the Pine street prem- 
ises at $350 a month rental. He 
also has assumed chattel mort- 
gages for about $2500 on the res- 
taurant fixtures. With Clagk’s de- 
parture Culinan appears to be left 
in sole possession of a thriving 
restaurant business, for which he 
paid an amount estimated at $5000 
by men who dealt with Clark. 

Says Clark Got About $2500. 

Culinan insists, however, that he 
paid considerahly less, and that the 
entire amount Clark took out of 
the business when he left did not 
exceed $2500, including one week's 
receipts and the partnership pay- 
ment. 

A newspaper advertisement, 
which attracted Culinan to the 
Manhattan Cafe, sought “as cash- 
ier in an established cash  busi- 
ness,"’ a partner not necessarily ex- 
perienced,” if the right man. Price 
for 4, interest, $4200." 

Inquiry since his unexplained de- 
parture shows that Clark register- 
ed with his wife at a downtown 
hotel, Oct. 14, giving his home as 
New York City. A few days ear- 
lier he had arranged a lease with 
the Dubinsky Realty Co. for the 
Pine street restaurant. 

As he sought to purchase equip- 
ment from dealers, he displayed 
money he carried in his pockets. 
In seeking credit he told inquirers 
he had been a chef in several 
large hotels. He added that he 
owned an apartment building in 
New York worth $80,000, from 


which he received an income of 
$600 a month. 

With the payment of about $150 
on the mortgaged equipment, at 
the restaurant, one month's rent, 
$350, in advance, credit from the 
food supply men and more credit 
from a linen service company, 
Clark opened for business Oct. 17. 


Food “on the House.” 

With 25 employes, including 15 
waitresses, he went after custom- 
ers with a bang. advertising the 
new Manhattan. Cafe in newspa- 
pers, handbills and attracting at- 
tention to its entrance with a ‘‘me- 
chanical man,” who in automaton 
fashion paraded on the sidewalk 
before the eating place. 

It was after the prospect was at 
his table that the final inducements 
were Offered to keep him eating 
“The Manhattan Way,” as the ad- 
vertising pamphlets set forth. 
Diners were urged to accept sec- 
ond portions, especially of the 
more expensive dishes. Clark visit- 
ed each table, inviting diners to 
“have another portion of chicken 
on the house.” Usually they ac- 
cepted. 

Paying the check at the cashier's 
desk, where Mrs. Clark presided, 
was made an almost painless pro- 
cess. Courteously insistent, Mrs. 
Clark pressed upon the customer 
a good cigar or a tray of cigarettes, 
To those who did not smoke she 
offered candy. Nothing was too 
good for .the customers and busi- 
ness boomed. 

500 Customers a Day. 

At the end of the first week. 
about the time Culinan answered 
Clark's advertisement for a part- 
ner, Culinan estimated the restau- 
rant had from 500 to 600 custom- 
ers a day. Meals were sold for 40, 
50 and 60 cents. The latter group 
included tenderloin or porterhouse 
steak, fried spring chicken and 
roast turkey and biscuits and hon- 
ey were served with all orders. 

At the end of Clark’s two 
weeks in business, unpaid food bills 
amounted to $750. About $250 is 
due employes, who were told they 
would be paid at two-week inter- 
vals, Culinan estimates.

| Presidential Term Increased. 


It must be apparent to even the 
casual student of legal affairs that 
the constituent convention was, 
therefore, illegal in its creation. 

There was only one question be- 
fore the Constituent Convention 
when it met. It could accept or 
reject the changes in the Cuban 
Constitution proposed by Con- 
gress. The already inNegal Con- 
stituent Convention was, however, 
not concerned with the legality of 
its acts. The constitutional amend- 
ment when it emerged from the 
Constituent Convention authorized 
Machado to hold office for an ad- 
ditional term of six years, instead 
of two and retained the provision 
placing him in the Senate without 
election for a period of six years 
at the conclusion of his presiden- 
tial term. This wus not only a 
violation of the Constitution but 
contrary to the original mandate 
of Congress. 

Having imposed his will on the 
Constitutent Convention, Machado 
forced Congress to go even far- 
ther. To make certain that the cit- 
izens of Cuba could not veto his 
dictatorial actions at the ballot 
box, he forced through Congress 
at the same time the emergency 
electoral law which confirmed and 
upheld the suspension of politica] 
rights enjoyed by the Cuban peo- 
ple. By this action he again pre- 
vented the reorganization of old 
parties, the organizatin of new 
ones and the nomination of can- 
didates by independent groups. 
Once again the voters of Cuba 
had no choice at the ballot box. 
No candidate but Machado could 
have his name placed on the 
ticket. It was the same but en- 
tirely fraudulent method of ensur- 
ing an administration triumph as 
had been employed in the election 
for the Constituent Convention. 
Machado in 1929 became the ille- 
gal President for a term of six 
years as the result of an illegal 
election. 


Meaningless Election. 


Defiance of the,.basic laws of 
Cuba did not end here. No later 
than last November Machado and 
his henchmen again denied to the 
Cuban people the right of electoral 
expression. Two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Cuban Senate and one- 
half the membership of the House 
of Representatives were up for re- 
election at that time. Operating 
still under the emergency electoral 
law, the Machado faction again 
placed on the ticket only those per- 
s0ns known to be his friends. The 
vast body of Cuban public-opinion 
which is opposed to his tyrannical 
oligarchy could find no means of 
expression. The result-was an elec- 
tion as fraudulent as the two al- 
ready held and denounced repeat- 
edly by the Cuban Opposition. An 
end had been put to the republican 
and democratic form of govern- 
ment for the sake of which the Cu- 
ban patriots, aided by the Ameri- 
can people, fought against Spain. 

In order to accomplish-all that 
which has been detailed, the pres- 
ent ruling oligarchy has violated 
not only the Constitution of 1901, 
but many of the laws of the repub- 
lic. Among the deprivations the 
Cuban people have suffered have 
been rights of assembly and asso 
ciation; the free “expression of 
thought, either by word of mouth, 
by writing or by any other means. 
Even before the revolutionary up- 
rising of August the Government 
had caused the arrest, indictment 
and imprisonment fn jails and mili- 
tary fortresses of hundreds of citi- 
zens, falsely accusing them before 
the courts of imaginary transgres- 
sions of the law, which could 
neither be proven nor justified. 
Such persecution has caused many

$50,000,000. Russian engineers have esti- 
mated that $150,000,000 worth of materials 
could profitably be bought abroad. It is esti- 
mated that the 40,000 workers employed in 
ithe industrial plants will require in the near 
{future a socialistic city of 200,000 persons. 
The plans for this model city are being drawn 
so that it can be scientifically enlarged to 
take care of 1,000,000 persons by 1938. 

The Dnieprostroy project gave the Soviet 
planners an opportunity to build a model in- 
dustrial community on the grandiose scale the 
Russians love. At Kichkas the Dnieper River, 
second only to the Volga in European Rus- 
sia, narrows in a swift, deep channel. Cath- 
erine the Great realized that if locks were 
built around the rapids at Kichkas the rich 
grain growing regions of Northern Ukraine 
would have an outlet to the Black’ Sea. She 
did not get around to the installing of the 
locks. Under the last Czar there was talk 
of building a dam, locks and a hydro-electric 
plant at the rapids, but nothing came of that. 

Lenin had great expectations regarding the 
electrification of Russia. He was willing to 
spend hundreds of millions of roubles on 
various projects throughout the Union. When 
he died, his disciple Stalin carried on the 
plans. At Dnieprostroy they are materializ- 
ing and by next year the wheels will be turn- 
ing.

All these industries are being planted on 
the Zaporozhian plains where five years agu 
Kichkas was a farming village and the near- 
est town, Alexandrovsk, eight miles away, had 
a population of only 36,000. The Soviet plan- 
nérs could build from the foundation up. 
They started from scratch. 

The writer arrived at Alexandrovsk, which 
has been renamed Zaporozhie, at 3:30 a. m., 
and was driven to the American quarter at 
Dnieprostroy. The dam was a blaze of lights. 
Cranes were raising and lowering buckets. 
Donkey engines. were puffing about. Engl- 
neers walked around with blue prints. The 
midnight shift was at work. The job goes 
on around the clock in eight-hour shifts. 
After a few hours’ sleep the writer was 
shown ovcr the dam and power plant by Rock- 
well Smith, who worked three years in St. 
Louis with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad. Smith is in charge of the concrete 
work on the dam and power house. 

The dam and power house have given the 
Russians a chance to indulge their obsession 
for “the biggest in the world.” Until Boul- 
der Canyon Dam is finished here will be the 
biggest dam in the jworld; the nine turbines in 
the power plant are the largest in the world, 
each generating 85,000 horsepower. The next 
largest are those at Niagara Falls which gen- 
erate 75,000 horsepower. 

The writer went below the river level to 
inspect one of these gargantuan coils. It was 
28 feet high and the needle valves which di- 
rect the water into the power generating ma- 
chinery were 6 1-2 feet high. These turbines 
were made by the Newport News Ship Engine 
Co., according to Soviet specifications, They 
are being installed by four engineers from the 
Ameriéan company. Each turbine cost $376,- 
000. 

Tremendous Generators. 

The work of installing the huge electric 
generators atop the turbines is under ‘ the 
supervision of six General Electric engineers. 
Five of these generators were bought out- 
right from the American company and fou

A Criticism of Radio Broadcasting. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ICH criticism has been leveled at 
radio programs of the present day, 
and justly so. 
long-suffering public is at last arousing 
itself to the point of protest against the 
super-abundance of jazz claptrap that 
clutters up the air at almost every point 
on the dial of a radio. 

By what manner of reasoning, if any, 
do broadcasting companies and advertis- 
ers expect to interest a potential buying 
public with such wishy-washy programs? 
Don't they ever consider the fact that the 
listeners to whom they should direct 
their appeal are the adults of the family, 
in yjnost cases, who prefer the better mu- 
sic’ and that parents also like their chil- 
dren to have the benefit of good music 
occasionally? The majority of radio lis- 
teners in the home, day and night, are 
persons past the jazz-fancying age and 
youngsters whose musica] and entertain- 
ment preferences are in the formative 
stage. 

Yet, what do we hear? Music that is 
entertaining, cultivating and truly worth 
while? Perhaps a couple of hours a 
week, all put together. What we DO 
hear—and plenty of—is Johnny Whozit

Indeed, it has sold at elevators in Oklahoma 
and in Western Kansas as low as 26 cents, or a 
little more than half the nominal duty per bushel. 
The situation has served to demonstrate beyond all 
doubt the futility of placing customs duties upon an 
export crop, nor does the Federal Farm Bureau 
emerge from the recent crisis with any degree of 
glory. To be sure, the rise in price will enable it to 
dispose of the 150,000,000 or more bushels, which it 
still holds, at a reduced loss; but its purchases, 
enormous as they were, did not suffice to prevent 
the price of wheat from falling to almost unprece- 
dented depths, and present sales will be sure to exer- 
cise a depressing effect on recovering prices. The 
board, moreover, in so far as it finds its position im- 
proved, has to thank, not its own sagacity, but the 
good old law of supply and demand, which was in 
operation long before it saw the light of day.

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CHEAPENING OF THE RADIO. 

We print in the letter column a protest against 
the cheapening of the radio, and we imagine it rep- 
resents the views of many thousands of persons who 
at first hailed the radio with enthusiasm, but who 
now classify it as a form of nuisance. The Govern-} 
ment should never have permitted so precious an 
iristrument for the delight and education of the peo- 
ple to slip into private hands. It was inevitable, 
once that happened, that radio would suffer from all 
the evils of commercialization. While it is true that 
the national chain programs are frequently worth- 
while and on occasion of great merit, the great bulk 
of the broadcasting consists of advertising talks 
padded out with the wearisome and degrading 
monotony of jazz music. What a shame that the 
greatest invention of the age has become merely a 
kind of noisy market place. 

Radio orators are fond of referring to their “huge, 
unseen audiences,” but we agree with our corre 
spondent that, unless some improvement is made in 
radio programs, the crators may some day discover 
that the audiences have walked out on them. -We 
bave no idea how such improvement can be brought 
about unless radio broadcasting is put on an entire 
ly different basis. Perhaps we shall yet come to the 
British idea, which is a system of Government con- 
trol, financed by an annual fee on radio owners. One 
of the obstacles to that pian is the difficulty of col- 
lecting the fee, as was shown the other day when 
the British Government was forced to resort to a 
hoax in order to frighten owners into paying it.

The United States Senate will be a less interesting 
body now that Thaddeus H. Caraway of Arkansas 
is dead. He rescued many a day from dullness, en- 
livened many a stodgy debate with the hypodermic 
of his wit. He never chose his adversaries. Neces 
sarily the Republicans mostly carried the scars. but 
his fellow partisans on the Democratic side occasion- 
ally got in his way and never forgot the rueful occa- 
sion. Our own redoubtable Reed, whose epithets and 
irony and sardonic imagery were a sort of reign of 
terror, onee engaged in a duel with the Senator from 
Arkansas, in whom he found a foeman worthy of his 
steel. ° 

Men of such caliber and quality may not occupy 
much space in history, but they contribute impor- 
tantly to their own times. They are, so to speak, the 
makers of news. With their color and fire and con: 
troversial wallops, they focus public attention on 
what is happening at Washingten. They furnish in- 
spiration to the writers of the news, and columns 
that otherwise were drowsily read, or passed over, 
are eagerly devoured.

Not armaments, but lack of them, leads to wars, writer says; nation that has an ade- 
quate force is not molested, but one with,weak defenses is helpiess as an enemy 
and useless as a friend; Manchurian situation is result of out naval weakness:

HE interview between the President and 
Laval will deubtless be reported in the 


newspapers in terms of romantic fairy - 


tales. When the distilusionment arrives. 
some pretty bad things are going to hap- 
pen in America, in my opinion. I suggeat 
that you reflect deeply on the realities of 
this situation. The results of this inter- 
view are going to affect us all, one way 
or another. 

I think it extremely probable that an at- 
tempt will be made to blackmail France 
into reducing her armed force. Seeing that 
our own wretched and absurd situation is 
at least 50 per cent due to our lack of power 
to defend our own legitimate interests, and 
that the French army is all that stands be- 
tween us and complete chaos, this appeals 
strongly to my sense of the ironical. If 
such an attempt is made, I think it stands 
little chance of success, but undoubtedly a 
refusal to accede to our demands would be 
followed by some action, supported by pop- 
ular opinion, injurious to the interests of 
France, which is approaching a very diffi- 
cult period. 

The colossal impudence of meddling with 
the purely domestic concerns of another 
country adds, of course, to the strength of 
the emotions with which we are regarded 
by foreigners. The fact that our meddlings 
invariably are such as to work to our own 
disadvantage gives them added reason for 
believing that we are not only fools but 
lunatics. 


The situation in Manchuria is the inevita- 
naval weakness. 
You see, the possession of adequate force 
and a reputation for guarding one’s own 
legitimate interests keeps certain questions 
from arising. In the absence of these, one 
is in a continual state of being ali hot 
and bothered and in the end is forced to 
undertake ve operations or else sur- 
render some vital necessity. For example. 
suppose some Power, European or Asiatic, 
purchases a naval base im South America. 
There are Powers that wish to buy and 
South American states that wish to sell. 
Everything open and aboveboard, and all 
parties friendly to the United States. What 
are we going to do about it? Make an un- 
provoked attack on one of both? If no@® 
what is the alternative? 

As long as we have some naval power, 
we don't have to worry over such questions: 
they simply don't arise. If. from 1914 on, 
we had had an adequate navy. we should 
not have had to worry about German—or 
Allied—outrages on our ships. The situa- 
tion would not have arisen. The little coun- 
tries like Holland and Denmark mobilised 
their forces in 1914, stated exactly what 
they would do if bothered and were treated 
with the greatest consideration throughout 
the war. They didn’t have a series of af- 
fronts to worry about. They didn’t have 
to make impossible decisions and finaily 
take part in a war that didn’t concern them, 
because they were capable of looking after 
their own interests and announced that they | 


* 


proposed to do so. Since the war. they 
have been much admired and respected. 

The further re@uction of the navy that 
has been proposed will. if carried out. in- 
sure war within five years. “And whom 
are we going to fight? Who in the worid 
will attack us?” says the pacifist. Why. no- 
body at all. Simply a series of questions 
will arise and finally we shall find ourselves 
—as we did in 1917—in a situation where 
we must surrender our pretensions to inde- 
pendence or else make an attack ourselves 
om some other Power. It is naval power 
that keeps awkward questions from arising. 

* — 

Once committed, we can tmprovise a sort 
of an army in eight months or so. No one 
can improvise a navy; it takes three years 
to build a fighting ship. “But suppose 
no one else has any fighting ships.” says 
the pacifist. Why, then we should attack 
him with our merchant ships. The Power 
that is unarmed to the greatest extent and 
announces itself averse to self-defense must 
invariably be the aggressor with whatever 
means it possesses at the moment. Un- 
armed as we are now, we are helpless as 
an enemy and useless as a friend, to foreigu 
countries. 

In all the discussions of armaments, one 
trifling fact is overlooked: the existence of 
some 700,000,000 Asiatics who have a strong 
grudge against us, quite justified. and no 
sentimental illusions about the efficacy of 
force. In the interests of our particular 
civilization, any reduetion of the British 
navy calls for an increase of ours. not a 
similar decrease. 

Some day a great genius will arise in 
America and discover that there is a rela- 
tionship between cause and effect. He will 
probabiy be lynched by the League of Prot- 
estant Denominations, the Women's Clubs 
and the Y. M. €. A. as an oppenent of the 
free play of lofty ideals. 

To these pacifists who say that America: 
cannot be trusted with the forces necessary 
for its self-defense. there is, of course, ne 
adequate answer. If their supposition is 
correct, the sooner we go out of existenc> 
the better.

sians. The weather is so.inclement 
during December, January, Febru- 
ary and March that little can 
done in those months. The work 
on the dam and power house is al- 
ready behind the schedule because 
of labor shortage and the lack of 
supplies. American engineers in 
Russia point out that this lack of 
}co-ordination is costing and will 
continue to cost the Government 
millions of dollars. The Russians 
reply that they can increase the 
tempo of the workers and get jobs 
finished on schedule time. In rare 
instances, such as Stalingrad, this 
has happened, but at a woeful cost 
in quality of the work. When the 
writer visited the steel and alumi- 
num plants there was no evidence 
that the workers were going at the 
maximum tempo. 


The Labor Problem. 


Dnieprostroy has had its share of 
labor shortages, probably more 
than other projects because it is in 
an agricultural region. The wun- 
skilled labor, recruited from the 
farms, insist on leaving their indus- 
trial work during the planting and 
harvesting seasons, just when they 
are needed at Dnieprostroy. The 
pay for unskilled labor—it is all 
on a piecework baesis—ranges from 
70 to $6 roubles a month. This ap- 
parently has not been enough to 
keep the workers on the job. The 
mob of poor workers which jammed 
the railroad station at Zaropozhie 
was evidence that all was not well 
at Dnieprostroy. - 

There has not been so much 
trouble with the skilled and semi- 
skilled labor. The Russians at- 
tribute this to the class conscious- 
ness of these advanced workers. 
The writer suspects it is because 
they get higher wages and better 
living accommodations. The skilled 
steel workers receive from 150 to 
200 roubles a month, the skilled 
builders from 130 to 150 roubles 
and the unskilled builders from 90 
to 100 roubles. The salaries of 
Russian specialists range from 7560 
to 1000 roubles a month. This 
compensation can be augmented by 
bonuses averaging between 100 
and 200 roubles. The management 
was planning this summer to adopt 
a progressive bonus system for the 
skilled and unskjlled piece work- 
ers. 

These wages and salaries, of 
course, do not compare favorably 
with the compensation of ordinary 
workers at the Bouldér Canyon 
Dam. It is the writer’s contention, 
however, that it is unfair to com- 
pare Russian conditions with 
American conditions, despite the 


propagandists do that very thing. 
Present day Russian conditions 
should be compared with past Rus- 
sian conditions. By that standard 
the Russian workers today are bet- 
ter off than they were before the 
war, and with the exception of the 
worker-peasants who feel the call 
of the soil, they are content. 
Comforts for Workers. 

The housing program at Dnie- 
prostroy was getting under way 
this summer. Between 1927 and 
1930 the Dnieprostroy management 
built 1610 housing units for the 
workers. These were mostly tem- 
porary barracks and rude, semi- 
permanent homes. This summer 
concrete apartments from three to 
eight stories were under comstruc- 
tion, These apartments were above 
the flood line and will be perma~- 
negt. 

The model socialistic city will be 
called New Zaropozhie until it is 
renamed for a prominent Commu- 
nist. Like the new cities at Nizni- 
Novgorod and Chelyabinsk, it will 
be a garden city, with half its area 
in public parks and wide boule- 
vards. The apartment houses, it is 
said, will have all the modern con- 
veniences, including mechanical 
kitchens equipped with electrical 
apparatus. Street cars and auto 
busses will carry the workers from 
their homes to the industrial plants. 
Along the banks of the Dnieper 
there will be sanatoriums and rest 
homes for the workers. 

The “Combinat” is expected to be 
running at_normal capacity in 1933. 
By that time 40,000 workers and 
their dependents will be supported 
by the nine great turbines in the 
Dnieper River. Coal for the metal- 
lurgical plant will come from the 
Donetz basin; ore will be transport- 
ed from Krivoi Rog and the Mar- 
ganetz. Raw materials for the fer- 
ro-alloy plant will come from Krivoi 
Rog, Marganetz and the far-off 
Urals. The by-preducts of the met- 
allurgical works will be used in the 
slag and cement plants, together 
with clay and limestone found in 
the immediate vicinity. 

It may be that lack of co-ordina- 
tion will hold up the work to some 
degree, that the expected output of 
the plants will not be up to sched- 
ule. Nevertheless, the ““Combinat” 
will be producing in a locality 
which five years ago was the site of 
a small village. Muscle Shoals has

Hollywood talk has it that the “big bosses’’ of the industry, the 
men who actually operate the film companies from tbeir offices in 
New York, are going out there to try to discover where the money 
is going. 

There is a feeling that they will demand a paring down of big 
salaries (which means less for stars—if they'll take it—and high 


priced executives when new contracts are Written), shorter produc- 
tion time and general reduction of overhead. 


These ultimatums already have been anticipated. Every effort

National Real Estate Board 
Will Send Out Guide 
Book Showing How to 
Save Down Payment. 


One million families living in 
cities will receive Dec. 1 the reor- 
ganization sheets being prepared 
by the National Association of 
Kieal Estate Boards as 1. measure 
to stimulate home buying and 
building. This will be a feature of 
the association’s first national 
home savings day undertaken as 
an emergency program to widén 
the home buying market by show- 
ing employed renters how to save 
the all-important down-payment. 
The association believes there is 
a great untouched market for: the 
real estate and allied interests 
among, families who are earning, 
but who, neither in good times nor 
bad, plan definitely to save for 
home ownership. 

The guide being prepared by 
the association contains definite 
Suggestions for saving, but does not 
attempt to change living standards. 
janks, building and loan associa- 
tions, title companies, public utili- 
ties, and material and equipment 
manufacturkers are joining in the 


unusual effort to increase the 
home owners. 
This plan, announced three 


weeks ago, has been effective in 
stimulating activity in many real 
estate offices, according to Harry 
=. Kissell of Springfield, O., presi- 
dent of the association. “Long for- 
gotten mailing lists are being dust- 
ec off for use Dec. 1, and salesmen 
are preparmg to assume the role 
of bankers, at least long enough to 
counsel prospects to save for home 
owning,” Kissell said. 
Result of Contest. 

“The idea for this program came 
as a result of a contest we held a 
year ago asking for essays on how 
the down-payment was secured by 
tome-owning families. We had felt 
for a long time that the difficulty 
in getting the down-payment to- 
gether was keeping many families 
from home-owning. The letters 
| received from .all parts of the 
country in our contest showed that 
this is, indeed, a grave problem for 
the average family living on a 
small income. 
“The letters we received from 
home owners show that these fam- 
ilies had undertaken the greatest 
sacrifices, planned in many unusual 
ways—and twisted and turned the 
families’ earnings—in order to ac- 
cumulate enough to make the first 
payment on a home. / 
‘These were people who hai 
made the grade, and we felt that 
others, perhaps with less imagfna- 
tion, would welcome guidance along 
this line. . The figures we are pre- 
paring are suggestive. Some fam- 
ilies may not want to- follow our 
ideas, but the program will make 
it possible to bring out the fact 
that proper financial planning 
makes it possible for even low- 
salaried people to become home 
owners. 
“It is true that this problem 
varies from the pleas of other in- 
terests that would have the coun- 
try spend as freely as possible at 
this time; but it should be remem- 
bered that thé same interests pro- 
moting the spending campaigns 
also indorse the idea that a re- 
sumption of home construction will 
bring a return of prosperity. The 
merke urging that the public buy 
and build homes has not and will 
not produce that result.

A limited dividend project for a 
300-family community now being 
carried out in Pittsburg, Pa., by the 
Buhl Foundation, will, it is predict- 
ed, stimulate the movement for 
large-scale housing operations 
throughout the country. 

The plan contemplates an initial 
group of 125 -houses, according to a 
report by Frederick Bigger, chair- 
man of the Committee on Econom- 
ies of Site Planning and Housing 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. Construction has started, and 
the first of the structures, each 
comprising two to seven single- 
family dwellings separated by party 
walls, will be ready for occupancy 
in May. P 
The site is a rugged strip which 
has not been built on from the time 
it was originally acquired from Wil- 
liam Penn. 


One of the major purposes of the 
undertaking is to demonstrate that 
low cost housing offers a sound me- 
dium for the investment of endow- 
ment or other trust funds, with- 
out unusual risk to the principal 
and without sacrifice of income, It 
is hoped thus to show that it is 
possible to make philanthropic 
funds do double work. 

A second purpose is the demon- 
stration of advanced standards of 
site planning, house design and 
building, financial and operating 
management. The Foundation, Big- 
ger declares, regards its project as 
having wide significance; it recog- 
nizes that the venture must be com- 
mercially successful within the self- 
imposed limit of.a net return of al- 
most 5 per cent; and it has asserted 
“more than an ordinary sense of 
responsibility to omit no consider- 
ation that may contribute to its suc- 
cess.” | 
The dwellings. are to be rented, 
not sold. “This appears to have 
been a very wise decision,” Bigger 
says, “and I believe it was reached 
only after eareful examination of a 
number of factors that are fre- 
quently disregarded.

to find numerous instances where

tell you that the reason for us- 
ing many reserves is not neces- 
sarily to wear down a team 
which has fewer replacements, 
They say it is because they want 
to keep active as great a num- 
ber of boys as possible, and they 
contend that there is less liabil- 
ity to injury when fresh men 
instead of tired ones are kept 
in the game. They also say there 
is no unfairness, because sec- 
ond, third and fourth string men 
are necessartly only a dilution of 
the regular eleven’s strength. 
Coaches are forced to use as 
many players as possible in or- 
der to observe how their mater- 
ial is developing with a view to- 
next year’s possibilities. 

It is a fact that there’ are 
many instances where teams 
have played through games with- 
out replacements: and several 
notable cases where great re- 
sults have been achieved with 
only a few replacements. Per- 
haps no more spectacular  in- 
stance of this exists than in case 
of the celebrated team from Cen- 
tre College a decade or 80 ago, 
a team assembled by Umpire 
Charlie Moran and captained by 
Bo McMillin and which startled 
the country for a season or two. 
Those iron-boned young men 
could stand it—so why not the 
youth of today? 

Probably they can. But 
nevertheless we still think it 
would be a good sporting ges- 
ture if teams rich in football 
material agreed on a substitute 
limit that conformed with that

High Cost of Baseball. 

C. FULTON ef Holman, 
| ty wants the manufactur- 
ers of baseball to cut the price 
of equipment te where it will be 


in reach of the American youth 
.of today. He argues as follows: 

“Boys cannot afford to pay 
| five or six dollars for shoes, five 
for a glove, and two dollars for 
a-bat. It is cheaper to play 
tennis and even golf. I speak 
from experience. I coached an 
American Legion outfit this sum- 
mer. We could barely get to- 
gether three teams. Fifteen 
years ago we would have raised 
ten.” 

Lack of grounds and cost of 
equipment have interfered with 
lot baseball to some extent, no 
doubt.. But there is another fac- 
tor that is working against base- 
ball and other team games. That 
is the tendency toward sports in 
which the individual and not a 
team is emphasized. The growth 
of tennis among youngsters is 
only limied by the number .of 
courts made available for them. 
And numbers of boys would 
rather caddy and earn golf pin- 
money than play baseball. 

This year baseball suffered 
a still bigger equipment pinch. 
because business firms, many 
of them undergoing  retrench- 
ment periods, did not come 
| forward in their usual strength 
to equip and back the or- 
ganized boys clubs, as they did 
in the past. 

But even so, there is a trend 
away from team games, in the 
opinion of this writer, with the 
exception of basketball, which is 
growing in popularity each year. 

If one were to name a nation- 
al pastime and base the choice 
on that which was represented 
by the greatest number of dis- 
interested players, that sport 
would have to be basketball.

NSTEAD of climbing quickly 
to fame and fortune in the 
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ring, our good-natured, roly- 
poly heavyweight hope, John 
Schwake did a nose dive and is 
new trying to extricate himself 
from the wreck of his pugilistic 
flight.

UCH more of the same sort is 
WY forth in Mrs. Noe’s pe-

contested action, a decision could be 
won for Mrs. Noe on the single allega- 
tion of technical desertion, as there 
has been no decision in the Tennessec 
courts on the question whether such 
neglect as Mrs. Noe alleged constitutes 
desertion, while in other states the 
question has been decided both ways. 
Mrs. Noe’s lawyer, Judge Edgar Web- 
ster, therefore, decided to set out in 
the amended petition the other indig- 
nities and ill-treatment to which she 
claims to have been subjected. 

There had been a hinted hope of 
reconciliation in Dean Noe’s answer to 
his wife's amended petition. After de- 
nying and explaining his wife’s charges 
at length, he concluded his petition 
with this conciliatory gesture: 

“Respondent is appreciative of all 
the help that complainant has rendered 
to him in the past and states it to be 
his belief that such loyal and co-opera- 
tive service will continue in the future 
when complainant has entirely recov- 
ered from the shock of her illness.”’ 

Friends lent themselves to efforts 
toward a reconciliation. 


HEY were helped by another 
expression in the Dean's answer 
that seemed to indicate. that he 
had found a way to modify his views 
on marital relations without compro- 
mising his principles, granting that 
such relations might be ‘‘creative”’ for 
the purpose of fellowship, ‘‘leading ul- 
timately to that perfect expression of 
love which is neither dependent upon 
physical contact or lessened by dis- 
tance.”’ i 

There was ambiguity about this, and 
Mrs. Noe was not convinced that it 
would remove the original grounds of 
her complaint. 

That was the situation when the 
case was called for trial. Dean Noe 
was there, but Mrs. Noe did not ap- 
pear. Her attorney asked time for a 
conference, and an hour was granted. 
At the end of that time Walter Arm- 
strong, the Dean's attorney, asked 
that the case be continued generally. 
He believed the parties were becoming 
reconciled. The continuance granted, 
the Dean, his wife and the lawyers 
went to Webster's office. The confer- 
ence ended without a decision, and the 
principals went their separate ways. 

It was understood that Mrs. Noe was 
not satisfied with the concession sug- 
gested in the Dean's answer, but there 
seemed to be a chance of ultimate rec- 
onciliation, and the lawyers agreed to 
hold aloof and await a final decision. 

Since then the Dean has been a fre- 
quent caller at Mrs. Noe’s apartment. 
They have been seen in public, accom- 
panied by their children. Mrs. Noe, 
however, when seen at her apartment, 
was not ready to say that she would 
return to the deanery. She volun- 
teered the information, though, that 
the Dean had been to dinner at the 
apartment the day before and added, 
with evident satisfaction, that they 
were going out to dinner together 
some evening soon. A direct question 
whether there would be a reconcilia- 
tion was parried. ‘“‘But you never can 
tell what a woman will do,” she said. 

Dean Noe, at ihe austere deanery, 
spoke soberly of the problem that con- 
fronted him. “If it were merely,” he 
said, ‘“‘a matter of a man and wife 
who had been estranged making up, it 
would be simple, but there are prin- 
ciples involved and a man must be true 
to his principles.”’

BOSTON. 
UPERSTITIOUS folk 
in the Neponset dis- 
trict of Boston are 
convinced it was the 
curse of the famous 
Hope diamond that 
put May Yohe where 
she is. They wag 
their heads and mut- 
ter things about the gem’'s power for 
evil. 

Others, less imaginative and a little 
more hard-boiled, say the curse of a 
bewitched diamond wasn't necessary; 


that May Yohe's indiscretions and 
blunders were enough to put her 
where she is without any help from 


the supernatural. 
At any rate, May Yohe is down and 


out. There is no argument about 
that. The one-time musical comedy 
star who, in the ‘nineties, had both 


America and Europe at her feet, is 
now a worn and tired old woman with- 
out a penny to her name. The hero- 
ine of a dazzling stage romance, who 
was once the wife of a British Lord 
and who might now be the Duchess 
of Newcastle had she kept her head, 
is now approaching the end of her 
checkered career in an humble flat in 
Granville street. Suffering from a lin- 
gering illness, she is waging a gallant 

* fight to live, although, as she herself 
admits, life holds nothing for her but 
want and suffering. 

May Yohe might have been a figure 
in British society and growing old in 
luxury and ease, but she is indulging 
in no vain regrets now as she remi- 
nisces on what might have been. She 
says she made her own bed and now 
she’s going to lie in it without com- 
plaint. She takes little stock in the 
superstition about the Hope diamond, 
and smiles at the beliefs of some of 
her neighbors. They believe that 
when she married Lord Francis Hope, 
the present Duke of Newcastle, she 
fell under the influence of the dia- 
mond, which he then owned, and that 
her subsequent misfortunes and her 
present illness are traceable to the 
gem's sinister power. She says it was 
the spell of the footlights, and not 
the flashing of an unlucky gem, that 
lured her away from happiness. She 
staked everything on her ability to 
continue indefinitely as a public idol. 
She couldn't do that. 

Only the older generation of thea- 
ter-goers remembers May Yohe now. 
The younger generation has acarcely 
heard of her. And neither generation 
knows her by her present name—Mrs. 
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John Smuts. But she 
hasn't been able to forget 
the world as speedily as 
the world has forgotten her. 
has had to bring all her memo- 
ries along as she has come down 
from fame to obscurity. And what 
memories! It’s not so0 easy to be 
content with obscurity when one has 
known the thrill of taking two conti- 
nents by storm. May Yohe did that. 
Her name must go down in any his- 
tory of the stage, if only by reason of 
her supremacy as a@ singer of “Negro” 
songs of the minstrel variety. 

May Yohe, a Pennsylvanian by 
birth, reached the stage after an in- 
tensive education in America, France 
and Germany. It was her voice that 
won her a trial and then she proved 
she could act as well as sing. 


HOSE who can recall her in the 
part of a convent girl some 4° 
years ago in one of the earliest 
musical comedies will scarcely need be 
reminded of her infectious vivacity, 
spontaneous humor and intimate lit- 
tle mannerisms which made all her 
audiences her friends at once. She 
was, in fact, a born actress with a 
style and personality all her own, and, 
when she sang a song, she sang it as 
no one ever sang it before. 

If America raved over her, England 
took the Pennsylvania lassie to its 
heart and enshrined her as one of the 
great in the field of musical comedy. 
In her large hat and conventional 
minstrel costume, she had much to do 
with making the new type of melody 
the rage of the day. She had hundreds 
of imitators in her specially created 
field of amusement, but they did not 
provide serious competition. This 
Pennsylvania girl was in, a class by 
herself as a ‘“‘song shoutef.”’ 

Her name on any program was suf- 
ficient to pack the theater or music 
hall and May Yohe not only became 
the fashion, but was herself fashion- 
able on both sides of the Atlantic. In 
London she became the toast of the 
town. The gilded youth of the British 
metropolis flocked to the stage door. 
Gilded middle-age and old age. too, 
sought introductions to her, and the 
London world in those days was the 
best possible of all worlds to this 
charming, merry, saucy gir). 

May—the name was derived from 
the initials of her name, Mary Augus- 
ta Yohe-—was playing the lead in ‘‘The 
Magic Opal’’ at the Lyric Theater, in 
Shaftesbury avenue, London, in 1893, 
when a friend introduced her to Lord

Lord Francis at 27 was a few years 
her senior, and he was already known 
as a popular young peer with plenty 
of money and more character than is 
commonly associated with rank and 
riches. Now at 27 the son of a duke, 
or the son of any other man, ought 
to know his own mind, and Lord 
Francis had no qualms when, after he 
and May Yohe had been on the friend- 
liest terms for some months, he asked 
her to become his wife. 

[t was considered a brilliant catch 
and a very desirable one, quite apart 
from its great worldly advantages. 
Lord Francis not only had consider- 
able personal charm, but also a high 
sense of honor and loyalty. 

The girl he proposed to was an 
actress, and there was still a certain

her critics. 

It was in May Yohe's favor, too, 
that she possessed an original mind.

Thus Lord Francis Hope had no rea- 
80n to suspect that he was making a 
blunder when, in November, 1894, he 
married her at the Register Office in 
Hampstead. 

May Yohe was now Lady Francia 
Hope and her home, Deepdene, a pal- 
ace packed with treasures. Her hus- 
band had inherited it from his mother

For some time her husband had 
been urging her to give up the stage 
altogether and retire to a quietr life. 
This she had refused to do. Then 
when he had gone home and she found 
herself treading the boards of a New 
York theater again, she forgot all 
about her station as Lady Fran- 
cis Hope and became again the 
carefree May Yohe she had 
been originally, drunk with 
Success and bent on winning 
still more fame. 

She discovered, or thought 
she had discovered, that there 
was life and movement and 
freedom for her in her own na- 
tive land such as she had never 
known or could know in the 
highest British social circles.

VER the mountains, day after 
( ) a. across the miles of steep 

scenery that form the Depart- 
ment of Totonicopan of the Republic 
of Guatemala, in which Momostenango 
stands, plod these Indians. They sleep 
at the homes of friends, they sleep in 
the open air where night finds them. 
They are quiet, but friendly. When 
you meet them and wave greeting 
as they approach, with ‘‘adios’’ called 
out as you pass them, always the cour- 
teous return of ‘‘Adios, Senor,” sounds 
in your ears. 

Some of them wear American or Eu- 
ropean style coats and trousers, cut by 
their village tailors or their own wom- 
en, and sewn from

The Church Where They Talk With Their Dead 
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there begins the first of a series 
of the strangest ceremonies 
man can find in a Catholic 


church in the world today. 

First of all, the Indian walks 
up and buys a candle from the 
women on the steps of the 
ehurch; buys it for a small cop- 
per coin. 

And then, lighting the can- 
die, he goes back out of the 
shadow of the church and 
kneels in the dust in the center 
of the wide, sun-lit plaza. He 
places the lighted candle in the 
dust of the earth where he 
kneels. 

And in the Indian tongue, 80 
audibly that you c?2n hear him 
20 feet away, and your in- 
terpreter can tell you exactly 
what he says, that Indian prays. 
He is praying to the God of the Uni- 
verse, the ancient Mayan Indian deity 
his ancestors worshiped before the 
white man came. 

He is praying for the permission of 
the God of the Universe that he may 
enter what he calls ‘‘the Church of the 
God of the Spaniards!” 


HILE tnat candle burns, there 
W in the broad light of day, he 

keeps up his prayer to the 
ancient Mayan God of Gods. The God 
of the Universe, greater than the God 
of War or God of the Forest; greater 
than the God of the Fields of Mais; 
greater than the God of the Hunters or 
the God of the Fishermen. The greatest 
God that could be conceived by the Ma- 
yan priesthood that at the time of 
the birth of Christ was 1000 years 
ahead of all the 
rest of the world 
in mathematics 
and art and the 
science of astron- 
omy; that built 
temples and pyr- 
amid cities as 
beautiful as 
the temples of 
ancient Greece 
and Rom @. 
There, in the 
sunlight of 1931, 
in front of a 
church of the 
Roman Catholic 
religion that 
counts him a 
co mm u nDicant, 
that Indian prays 
to a g0d the 
Spaniards in the 
sixteenth century 
tumbled from his 
temple throne. 
The prayer end- 
ed, and appar- 
ently answered 


to the Indian's satisfaction, he rises 
from his knees. He walks across the 
plaza. He climbs the steps of the 
Church of Momostenango. 

He is going to talk to his dead. 

He buys a candle for every dead 
member of his family he knew in life. 
This reporter saw one Indian buy six 
such candles. 

Into the church he goes. Far up 
in front, toward the altar, are some 
half a dozen movable pews. Alli the 
rest of the great flagstone paved in- 
terior is bare. As you enter the dim 
great vaulted space, you see 30 to 30 
Indians kneeling on the stone floor, 
behind the twinkling flames of their 
candles, stuck upright to the floor in 
their own melted wax. 


HE newcomer selects his spot 
on the floor, after having crossed 
himself devoutly before the 
altar. He lights his candles. Care- 
fully he spills ai little pool of 
melted wax on the stone flags; 
sets his candle in it as it cools. Pres- 
ently this one Indian was behind a 
rampart of six lighted candles. 
They burned gravely in the dim- 
ness of the great church. For a few 
moments the Indian knelt behind them 
in silence. 

The reporter edged a little closer 
behind him, his educated Indian inter- 
preter at his side. And then as the 
Indian kneeling on the floor began 
to talk softly, the interpreter translat- 
ed the tongue that four centu- 
ries of official Spanish have not con- 
quered. 

“He is calling 
them by name 
now,’’ whispered the 
interpreter. “His 
father, his mother, 
his first wife, his 
his son, two daugh- 
ters.”’ 

And then, to the 
Indian, his dead 
were there. Softly, 
he began to talk to 
them. It was ex- 
actly as though he 
was sitting in their 
home, paying them 
a visit. He told 
them about the 
prospects of his 
crop of mais. He 
told them of how a 
new calf was not 
doing so well; that 
this new calf was 
a sickly animal. He told them about 
some blankets his present wife was 
weaving. He told them of a fight he 
had had the week before in a can- 
tina, where he and a neighbor had 
drunk too deeply. Family gossip. It 
went on, moment after moment. And 
then he inquired about the ones to 
whom he was talking. Were things 
going well with them in this other 
world they now inhabited. Were 
they happy? Were their crops 
good? He trusted no bad fortune 
attended them. He had not beén so 
lucky. 


HY, even last week his wom- 
W «= had broken the big stone 

mortar on which she rolled 
tortillas. She was clumsy, that wom- 
an. Careless. Two comals (clay fry- 
ing pans) she had broken, carelessly 
slamming them down on the three 
stones on which they rested over the 
fire. 

It was uncanny. Ae the full import 
of it gathered in your mind, you felt 
a curious chill run up your spine. This 
was not a prayer. This was a conver- 
sation. And all over the church, be- 
hind a score of twinkling candle 
flames, was rising the soft murmur of 
similar family talks. 3 

The church where they talk with 
their dead! 

More than that. In the center of 
the church, amid more burning can- 
dies, three Indians, all men, sat cross- 
legged on the floor. They were talk- 
ing with one another. 

“What are they talking about?’ the 
reporter whispered to his interpreter. 

“They are making a deal to trade 
some livestock and some wool,”’ he 
said. 

‘But why here?’ 

“It is their way to prove good 
faith,’ he explained in a whisper. 
“They have a phrase for it. They say 
they come into the church to do busi- 
ness under the power of God,” with 
eternity in hell as the pledged penalty 
for breaking faith. 

That scene simply had to be 
recorded. 

But the interpreter explained that 
he would not answer for the conse- 
quences if the Indians saw that they 
were being photographed talking to 
their dead. So Benjamin Corona, staff 
photographer of El Imparcial of Gua- 
temala City, was slipped into the 
church, his camera concealed under a 
raincoat hung on his arm. Quietly, 
he was slipped into an empty confes- 
sional, toward the rear. And, without 
a chance to use a flasblight, through 
the opening in the confessional, he 
took a time exposure of that strange 
scene—-the first time a picture ever 
was taken of these Indians of Momos- 
tenango talking to their dead.

Under the direction of a straw 
boss, they rolled up the lobby rug, 
worth thousands of dollars, and 
took it way. The bellhops and 
clerks thought the rug was being 
taken to the cleaners. The man- 
agement got a trip to the clean- 
ers, but the rug didn’t. It turned 
up later in a pawnshop. 


This frequently happens: A man 
or a woman will sit on the edge of 
a dock and look at the water for 


hours, then, without a word, jump 
in. Police on dock beats some- 
times talk them out of it. More 
often they keep as close watch as 
possible and then pull the victim 
out, if he hasn’t disappeared. 
Whatever the attempted suicide 
may think of the value of living, 
no class of men, barring physi- 
cians, seems to be so imbued with 
a passion for maintaining life as 
policemen. 

A striking example of what the 
constabulary does in an emergency 
where life is at stake occurred 
here recently. Asa platoon of pa- 
trolmen was leaving a_ station 
house, an Italian woman rushed 
up, screaming that her baby had 


estopped breathing. It had, too, 
and was apparently lifeless. Tak- 
ing off their tunics, the police 


made a soft bed for the child on 
a bench in the station house and 
stood in line, taking turns breath- 
ing into the infant's mouth. In- 
side an hour, the chile’s bellows 
began flexing again and were as 
good as new. Then the patrol- 
men resumed the walk to their 
posts, 


OUND asleep on the elevated 
Fi erace a man explained that 

he was just tired and 
thought he would lie down. To 
all outward appearances and med- 
ical tests he was perfectly normal 
and, after a warning, was sent 
home and told to find a less dan- 
gerous place to sleep. An ele- 
vated train had all but run him 
down, and one hand was inches 
away from the third rall. 


Consider how the psychological 
makeup suffers. Young Abe 
Spielberg (his real name) goes to 
Evander High School.

In the larger of these pan- 
els Christ is shown carrying the 
Cross on the road to Calvary, ac- 
companied by Roman soldiers 
and St. Veronica bearing her 
napkin, on which appears the 
miraculous impression of the 
Savior’s face. The armored fig- 


plification is the very strength of 
tapestry design which in essen- 
tials is the enrichment of a plane 
surface in color and texture. In 
later work the weavers strove 
after perspective and three di- 
mensional relief practiced by the 
painter, thus losing the unique | 
beauty of the earlier designs and | 
bringing on a marked decadence 
in the craft. 


IKE most contemporary ex- 
[nates the design of this 

tapestry was probably in- 
spired by a manuscript illumina- | 
tion. From this small painting a | 
full-sized model in color, called a 
cartoon, was prepared and the | 
tapestry woven on either a hori- | 
zontal or vertical loom. The car- 
toon was placed directly behind 
the warp or framework of plain 
threads, on which the design was 
woven from the back, the result- 
ing tapestry being the reverse of | 
the cartoon. Great skill was | 
therefore necessary to follow the | 
intricate passages, months and |

and it is interesting to note that, 
with one or two exceptions, they 
have displayed interesting talent. 

But these children are, perhaps, 
exceptional. The creative urge is 
by no means limited to them. In 
each class an hour a day is devot- 
ed to work in art of some sort. 
And almost always there is a note 
of humor, or a sensitive use of 
color, or an exceptional line to re- 
ward the teacher. Several times 
a week Mrs. Flint or Miss Miller 
visit the classrooms to observe 
prégress. 

But for the most part the chil- 
dren are their own critics. When 
they have finished painting in the 
morning the teacher puts a half- 
dozen drawings up for criticism. 
The children have no adult reti- 
cence. They would just as soon 
tear the picture to pleces as not. 


VISITED the school on a Mon- 
] as Most of the drawings were 

of things seen over the week- 
end. A girl in the first grade had 
drawn an apple tree. The tree was 
just a kind of box with apples in 
it. Under the tree was a little dog 
with an apple on his nose. The 
artist explained, very seriously, 
that the apple had fallen off and 
hit the dog. But her critics found 
20 faults with the picture, mostly 
because it did not look like an ap- 
ple tree at all. Apple trees weren't 
boxes, they objected; the trunk 
was too thick, and the little dog 
looked as though he were sitting 
up and balancing the apple on his 
nose.
